ADAMS THRILLS 
700 DANKERS BY 
HALEY'S HEROISM 


Memorial With Troop­ 
er’s Dying Words to 
Be Erected, He 
Says. 


Seven hundred bankers 
assembled 
in 
Philadelphia 
were .stirred by a 
simple recital of heroism on the part 
of Trooper Francis L. Haley, shot and 
killed by Philip A. Hartman, last Oc­ 
tober, by Major Lynn G. Adams, su­ 
perintendent 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
state police force, and one of the wit­ 
nesses at H artm an’s recent trial here. 
Major Adams told of the death of 
Trooper Haley in such a way that 
the TOO usually unemotional bankers 
*ix)m Philadelphia and couunties ad­ 
joining and adjacent 
to Philadelphia

e 
electrified 
before 
the 
speaker had gone five minutes into his 
subject. 
When the officer rose to 
speak, the bankers were observed to 
settle back in thin sets, expecting to 
hear a dry address on law' enforce­ 
ment. 
The bankers were p artic u la rly im­ 
pressed by Major Adams’ recital 
of 
the facts in the fatal shooting and 
how Haley in dying had given life to 
the troopers’ creed of “Get that man.” 
Major 
Adams 
graphically 
told 
the 
details 
of 
the 
fatal 
shoot­ 
ing—how 
Haley 
was shot through 
the 
heart 
in 
front of Graeffen- 
burg Inn on the Lincoln Highway, as 
he was pursuing the bandit who held 
up the cashier of Hie Abbottstown 
State bank, escaping with more than 
$1,400. 
At once, the bankers were 
deeply impressed, because it is upon 
the state police that bankers in small 
towns have to rely for protection. 
Haley Memorial Planned 
To the twenty guests on the veranda 
of Graeffenburg Inn, Trooper 
Hairy 
turned after he was shot and said, 
“Get that man, 
I’m 
shot,” Major 
Adams related. 
The trooper then fell 
dead. 
- • - * ■ •* * 
“Get That Man” is to be placed on 
a bronze memorial to Trooper Haley 
at the State 
Police 
Department’s 
Training School at Hershey as an in­ 
spiration to the members of the force, 
Major Adams said. 
Large Force Declared Necessary 
Major Adams said it is poor policy 
to cut down appropriations for 
pro­ 
tection at a time when crime is on the 
increase. 
For the last two years, he 
pointed out, the state police depart­ 
ment has operated with a force of 
only 270, when it should have at least 
421 men. as allotted to it by law. 
There are two counties in Pennsyl­ 
vania, according to Major Adams, in 
w’hich more murders occur than in the 
entire British Empire. 
Ile mentioned 
Philadelphia and Allegheny counties. 
The laws in England and in Pennsyl­ 
vania are almost identical, but there is 
a difference in law enforcement, lie de­ 
clared.
